WASHINGTON, April U.—The whiskey 


Iben have not all abandoned the idea of 
getting their goops into Canada in spit oof 
tthe refusal of the Canadian Government to 
receive them. 
A representative of the 


western distillers has been at the depart- 
ment two or three times within a day or 
two in connection with the matter. He 
desired a ruling in advance upon the ques- 
tion whether this 
Government 
would 


regard the whisky »s an original import, 
provided it was simply run across the 
Canadian line on board a train and brought 
back without being unloaded. 
The de- 
partment regarded the proposition with 
Suspicion, and no answer was given. It is 
not known how the distillers propose to get 
the whiskey over into Canada unless it is 
done surreptitiously, for the Dominion 
laws forbid It In leas than 100-gaIlou pack- 
ages. It has been suggested that the dis- 
niillers intend to

COST OF THB NEW BOOKS. 


Over Fourteen Hundred New Volumes in 


the Decatur Public Llbrary- 


An Official Eeport. 
' 


The Public Library Book Fund Com- 


mittee met at the library on Thursday 
evening to complete the list of boots to 
be purchased with the fund. The treas- 
urer reported that $2,629.32 had been col- 
lected, and $168 of the original subscrip- 
tion remains unpaid; 821.50 has been paid, 
for books which was not reported to the 
treasurer, and books valued at §12450 
have been donated. This brings the fund 
up to $2,943.32, leaving 857 all that re- 
mains to be subscribed to complete the 
fund of $3,000 originally proposed. Of 
the cash collections 92,169.92 has been 
expended for books, leaving a balance of 
$459.50, which, with the money not yet 
collected, will add many valuable books 
to the library. A list of books valued at 
about $250 was selected Thursday eve- 
ning, and ordered to be purchased imme- 
diately; and $200 with all that can be col- 
lected in addition, will be reserved for the 
purchase of a full set of the North Amer- 
ican Review. The committee are very 
anxious to place this valuable set of books 
in the library, and also a full set of the 
Atlantic, if possible. As the Review 
(about 134 volumes) will probably cost 
$300, it is very essential that delinquent 
subscribers should pay up immediately, 
for it is absolutely necessary that the 
whole amount should be in the treasury 
before the books are ordered. 


The committee have endeavored to 


make the library as complete as possible 
through this fund. The reference library 
has been supplied with all the important 
cyclopedias, dictionaries and atlases, and 
with books of reference on all branches of 
science, religion, art, architecture, litera- 
ture, biography, practical mechanics, agri- 
culture, natural history, veterinary sur- 
gery, house keeping, etc. Many of these 
books are very expensive, some of them 
costing as much as $23 a volume. In 
historj, all ages and nations have re- 
ceived attention, and it is believed that 
the student of the history of any age or 
people will not fail to find full and relia- 
ble in'ormation in some o£ the 230 vol- 
umes in that division. In religion, while 
sectarianism was avoided, the most valu- 
able statistical and historical works have 
been selected. All branches- of science 
are represented in the list'of scientific 
books by such practical works as may be 
used by the general student in this de- 
partment. Biographies of eminent men 
and women, travels, books on art and 
general literature will be found to suit 
and inform the mind of persons of all 
tastes, prejudices and capacities. 
In 


fiction great care was taken to select only 
the best, and to procure full seto of stand- 
ard authors. It will be observed that 
while a good many volumes of fiction 
have been purchased, the comparative 
cost of this department is very small, 
only 811G having been spent for fiction 
ami juvenile books, of which there are 
4(!8 volumes. The full sets of Harper's 
Magazine, Scribncr, Barnard's Journal, 
and St. Nicholas, will, with the North 
American Vfeciewand Atlantic which we 
hope to be able to purchase, make a val- 
uable library in "themselves; and with the 
assistance of "Poole's Index of Periodical 
Literature," which has lately been placed 
m the library, n student" can scarcely fail 
to get valuable information on almost 
any topic from these alone. There have 
been added to the library through this 
fund 1,400 books, as follows:

Getting Even. 


On March 15 the Decatur Pension Ex- 


amining Board was abolished by the 
commissioner, no reason being given for 
the dissolution of the same. Recently 
Commissioner Dudley wrote a letter of 
inquiry to Dr. Curtis, president of the 
late board, asking important information 
about a Decatur applicant for pension. 
The board had asked Mr. Dudley to 
assign s cause, if any, wliy the board was 
abolished, but he paid no attention to the 
respectful inquiry. No doubt Dr. Curtis 
is in possession of the information so 
much desired by the commissioner, bnt 
at present he doesn't feel in a mood to 
accommodate the dignified official at the 
head ot the pension bureau. The doctor 
has written Mr. Dudley to this effect, that 
when he answers the board's letter of in- 
quiry then lie will at once take the trou- 
ble to make an affidavit giving the infor- 
mation desired at Washington about the 
applicant tor pension. Mr. Dudley's reply 
is awaited with considerable interest by 
at least three physicians. 


The Hardwick Case. 


In the county court yesterday afternoon 


William Hardwick was adjudged insane, 
the cause being given as religious insanity 
A REPUBLICAN reporter had a talk with 
the wife of the unfortunate young man. 
She says she was married to him four 
years Bgo, and that they have no chil- 
dren. A year ago William was quietly 
converted during the revival at the Unit- 
ed Brethren church, and he became a 
regular attendant at the church services. 
Soon after bis conversion William averred 
that the Lord had called him to the min- 
istry, and he procured some books on 
theology from Ohio and borrowed books 
from friends In Decatur. William was 
an employe at the C., B. & Q. works, and 
of necessity he was compelled to study 
nights to attain advancement in his 
purpose to become a preacher. The re- 
sult was tha_t he failed in health, and ob- 
serving friends noticed that he was be- 
coming mentally deranged. Mrs. Hard- 
wick claims that she tried to persuade 
her husband to give up his notion, telling 
him pointedly that she didn't believe the 
Lord called anybody to preach, but with- 
out avail. He continued his studies, un- 
til finally a physician had to be called in 
to give him treatment; but it was top 
late. Over-study and religious enthusi- 
asm had done their work and to-day 
Hardwick, who is 24 years of age, is a 
mental and physical wreck, entirely obliv- 
ious to all surroundings. His eyes look 
strange and he sits staring blankly- at 
nothing. It ia a very sad case. Possibly 
skilled medical treatment at the Jackson- 
ville asylum may restore his mental fac- 
ulties. His young wife, who appears to 
be a sensible and philosophical woman, 
wilt have the sympathy of our people. In 
her present state of mind she doesn't feel 
very kindly toward those who encouraged

Close of the Kevlvai. 


The remarkable Methodist revival, 


which haa b«enin progfbsBin this city 
since Nov. 30th, under the direction of 
Rev. Thomas Harrison, the "boy preach- 
er" trom Boston, came to a close last 
night in the presence ot a vast congrega- 
tion at the First M. E. church. The re- 
sult is the professed conversion of about 
2500 souls, and the addition to the vari- 
ous churches in Deoatur and in the dis- 
trict of about 1000 persons. The charac- 
ter and manner of conducting the meet- 
ings have often been described in these 
columns. The revival has awakened a 
widespread interest in religious work, not 
only in Decatur, but throughout the west, 
because the results achieved here through 
the efforts of Rev. Harrison have come to 
the knowledge of Christian people in this 
and neighboring states by means of the 
telegraph and newspapers People have 
come here from great distances, and many 
have gone away blessed. In many re- 
spects the closing meeting last night was 
quite affecting. The ministers and act- 
ive members who have worked day after 
day and night after night for nearly 20 
consecutive weeks with E«v. Harrison, 
regret that the revivalist's labors here are 
at an end, and all wish him God-speed 
and a long life of usefulness .in th& work 
to which he has consecrated himself. 
Rev. Harrison will conduct revival ser- 
vices at Vandalia to-day and to-morrow, 
and will return to Decatur next week, 
before going home to see his mother at 
Boston.

Prof. BlacT£'s Coming

The Wabaah Lease. 


The lease of the Wabash, St. Louie and 


Pacific Railway'to the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railroad, says 
the Globe-Democrat, will go into effect 
April 15, and is to continue for ninety- 
nine years. It is in all respects the same 
as the lease of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas to the Missouri Pacific. The Iron 
Mountain is owned absolutely by the 
Missouri Pacific. The lease of the Wa- 
bash is, therefore, the same as though it 
were to' the Missouri Pacific. The net 
earnings are to go to the Wabash. There 
was a deficiency last year of $570,000. 
In case of deficiencies the Iron Mountaia 
is to> make them up, and the obligation is 
to become a preferred claim, standing 
next to the bonded indebtedness of the 
Wabash. Failure to supply deficiencies 
will enable the "Wabash Company to re- 
claim its road at any time. The Iron 
Mountain is to keep the Wabash in repair 
and charge the expenses to the operating 
account. The result, the Gould people 


say, 
will be a larger interchange of busi- 


ness between the Missouri Pacific system, 
including the Iron Mountain, and the 
Wabash, and they expect that under the 
arrangement operating expenses will be 
largely reduced, and the road be made 
self-sustaining. The force is to be large- 
ly decreased and general economy prac- 
ticed. It is claimed that Gould made the 
arrangement simply because there was no 
other way by which the Wabash could 
have been kept out of bankruptcy, and 
he could not afford to let the road suc- 
cumb without seriously crippling his 
other Southwestern interests.

Any person of ordinary 
intelligence and slight experience in 
chemistry can compound tit Nitric 
acid, the prime ingredient, is noth- 
ing but B mixture of the oil of vitriol 
and saltpeter. 
Glycerine is a very 


simple and harmless substance, as 
everybody knows.
